The United States At- 
torney-Goneral Mr Dallas 
Townsend, said today that 
a bill to return Japanese 
and German Property 
seized during the last war 
to its former owners would 
cost the United States “at 
least 500 million dollars.” 


Giving evidence before a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee, 
M: Townsend sald that the bill 
-introduced by Senator Olln D. 
Johnston, Chairman of the Sub- 
committee—would also “bestow 
tremendous windfalls’ on former 
enemy Industrialists. 

Urging the passage of an 
Administration measure for the 
return of only about 10 per cent 
of the property confiscated by 
the Government he said:

“It would not reward the 
large companies and industrial- 
ists who finuneed Hitler’s rise 
and made millions out of the 
war, but it would ald the per- 
sons who have lost smali 
legacies, bank accounts, insur- 
ance policies and the Lic.”
